WORK IN TRISTAN 
‘DA CUNHA ENDS 
Missionary Leaves Island 


After Three Years 
of Service 


CAPE “TOWN, March 10 (Special 


' Correspondence)—After nearly three 


years’ mission service on Tristan da 


' Cunha, one of the most remote islands 
' of the British Empire, the Rev. Mar- 


tyn Rogers with his wife and child 


arrived in Cape Town a short while) 
- since. 


to serve as missionaries and school | 
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In March, 1922, Mr. Rogers and his 
young wife went to Tristan da Cunha. 


teachers to the people of the strange, 
isolated community of the southern 
seas that was founded generations 
ago by William Glass, whose descend- 
ants bulk large in its slender popu- 
lation of today. In the intervening 
years Mr. and Mrs. Rogers not merely 
served: the islanders faithfully and 
well, but by constant kindliness and 
patient, self-sacrificing help endeared 
themselves to every man, woman and 
child on the island. 

It was by the merest chance that 
the opportunity to leave the island 
presented itself. There had been no 
mail-boat at Tristan for two weary 
years. For 13 months the islands had 
not even seen a passing ship. Then 
the Ramon de Larranaga hove in 
sight and her commander, Capt. J. V. 
Jones, enabled Mr. and Mrs. Rogers 
to leave the island. 


Conditions on Island 
The Rev. Martyn Rogers, in an in- 
terview with a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor, said: 


It is difficult to tell you what I 
feel like after being completely out 
from the world for so long. It is al- 
most as if one were returning home 
from a long trip to the moon. Our 
term of service at Tristan had, of 
course, expired, and we were begin- 
ning to be sorely perplexed as to 
how we should get away. We were 
beginning to feel the hardships of 
life on thé island very much. Our 
stores had long been exhausted. We 
had had no flour or sugar for many 
months, no groceries at all. Save 
for a small supply of meat and po- 
tatoes, our staple diet was poor in 
quality and often insufficient in 
quantity. 

Sometimes we were reduced to 
subsisting on sea birds and their 
eggs. Can you wonder that we 
hailed the coming of Captain Jones 
with joy and eagerly accepted his 
offer of a passage to his first port 
of call? 

The people do not wish to leave 
the island. That seems odd, doesn't 
it, their life. being what it is, but 
they look on Tristan as their home, 
and T think one and all of them are 
warmly attached to it. You see they 
are such simple, ingenuous folk, 
most kindiy and cheery by nature, 
yet they live under such difficulties 
that one may say they are almost 
constantly beset by privations and 
hardships. 


Regular Mail Desired 

Often’ they are half starved, and 
then the weary waiting for supplies, 
never knowing whether a ship may 
put into the anchorage this month 
or next or for another year or so, 
disheartens them. If only they had 
a regular mail! 


Let me tell you of the scene of 
excitement among the _  islancers 
when Captain Jones’ ship was 
sighted. It was just after daybreak 
on Feb. 4 when somebody shouted, 
“Sail ho! Steamer to westward, ho! 

Instantly there was movement 
everywhere. The women abandoned 
all thought of the usual prepara- 
tions for breakfast and ran to catch 
fowls, geese, and other live stock 
for trading purposes, while the men 
got ready the boats for launching 
from the little beach. The captain of 
the Ramon de Larranaga anchored 
in the bay and proved a kind and 
generous friend to the people. 

It was touching to witness their 
gratitude for. any stores he could 
spare them: and that, let me tell 
you, is one of the special hardships 
from which the islanders suffer. 
When ships’ visits are few and far 
between, stores are necessarily soon 
exhausted. Clothes wear out and the 
want of such things as paint, can- 
vas, and nails, especially for the re- 
pair of beats, is most acutely felt. 
The Larranaga liner could only re- 
main a few hours, but we had time 
to get our things packed, visit a few 
people, and to hold our farewell 
church service. Also we married two 
couples who were most anxious to 
be united before their minister left. 

I shall never forget that farewell 
acene. We did not talk much; our 
hearts. were too full, but on the 
beach we said good-bys all round, 
some of the women clinging to my 
wife as if they could not, bear to 
part with her. Believe me, it was 
with mixed feelings that we watched 
the tiny island settlement fade from 
our view.

while ago. 

Several Possible Clubs 


The Harvard Club, University Club, 
BR. A. A., Boston Hockey Club and a 
Ranker’s Athletic Association team are 
the possible backers of straight ama- 
teur hockey teams outlined at this 
time. The Hockey Association of New 
Eengland is also mentioned:as a prob- 
able governing board and a _ perusal 


bv 


among many of the leading hockey en-. 


thusiasts has brought out warm praise 
toward the carrying out of such an 
idea. 

A later proposal for a league to in- 
clude Canadian and New York teams 
has met with disapproval in many in- 
stances. The contention is that sucha 
long trip as to Canada and New York, 
although possible in a night or two, is 
the exact cause for amateur hockey 
slumping so in the United States. To 
introduce lengthy trips means time 
away from the plavers’ occupation and 
since hockey, to an amateur, should 
be only a diversion, his business duties 
naturally should be considered first. A 
Canadian team in particular would be 
subject to much time away with trips 
to Boston and New York as scheduled 
affairs. 

Have Compact League 


The story in The Christian Science 
Monitor confined Boston hockey to 
Boston and for the benefit of amateur 
hockey, the closer the learue keeps its 
activity to this one city the better. 
Three and possibly four teams of prac- 
tically ednal strength could be put on 
the ice easily. Perhaps not the best the 
city has’ ever had: but teams that 
would, in a short while, become at least 
the equal of the teams that have been 
tiampling on the good name of ama- 
teur hockey in Boston the past season. 

With foresightedness, the future of 
New England hockey can be made ex- 
ceedingly bright, particularly by fos- 
tering and aiding the Hockey.

Krempel showed up 
fiving rings and captured 
with 550 points.

To the dinners she does not invite 
more than four guests, nor to the 
Sunday suppers more than six. When 
she wishes to have more friends at 
one time, which rarely happens, she 
entertains them in the evening and 
serves chocolate and cake, — 

She has simplified her service, 
. also, to accord with her manner of 
‘ living, and does not try to follow a 
formal arrangement. For the din- 
ners when four are present, it is not 
necessary to draw the table out from 
the wall so she sets it like a Pullman 
dining-car table, placing the candles 
at the end against the wall, with a 
few flowers in a vase between them. 
She uses gold-band china and a set 
of doilies with crocheted edge in 
yellow, yellow candles and one or 
two yellow flowers. The doilies are 
18 inches by 10 inches in size, large 
enough to take care of an individual 
. service comfortably, and the napkins 
have a crocheted edge to match 
them. 

For the Sunday evening suppers of 
six the table must be drawn out from 
the wall and two persons placed on 
that side. On these occasions this 
tasteful homemaker uses china with 
a green conventional border and has 
a set of doilies with green crocheted 
edge and napkins to match. With 
this set she uses pink candles and 
pink roses. These little sets were 
very inexpensive as the she made 
them herself at odd moments. 

Before the guests are invited to 
the table, everything is on it except 
the dessert. Each plate is arranged 
in the kitchen before it is brought in, 
with meat and the accompanying 
dishes, and the salad is arranged on 
individual plates and served aft the 
same time. 

Experience has taught this woman 
how to “set up” the plate to the best 
advantage with its best foot for- 
ward. There is therefore nothing to 

except a basket of finger rolls. 
‘When it is time for dessert, the plates 
are removed and the dessert is 
brought in. 
' “Ts there danger,” it may be asked, 


“that the guests will tire of the same 
menus?” Hardly, for after all there 
are four menus, and dinner guests 
of some months before are next in- 
vited to Sunday supper, next to the 
alternative dinner, then to the supper 
they did not have on the first occa- 
sion, then perhaps for an evening. 
This number of invitations will 
stretch over a considerable period of 
time for “repeat” guests. If however, 
they should happen to remember the 
previous menus, this hostess takes 
the matter very equably. Her aim is 
perfection and efficiency rather than 
variety and originality. 


The Best Materials 

Though her dishes are simple, 
every ingredient is the best that 
money can buy. She gets her meat 
from an excellent market, which car- 
ries only the finest grades. She has 
the lamb-chops cut thick, so that they 
make a good helping for even a hun- 
gry man. When fresh peas are to 
be had these are used, otherwise the 
best grade of French peas. The let- 
tuce is always crisp and fresh, and 
the dressing is made of the finest 
olive-oil and Tarragon vinegar. The 
lemon custard adapted from the 
recipe of a lemon-pie filling, is 
served in individual dishes with a 
méringue browned on the top of 
each. It is a pretty and festive-look- 
ing dessert. 


Bavarian Cream 


For the second dinner small pork. 


tenderloins are bought, one for each 
guest, and fine large Idaho potatoes 
for baking. The Bavarian cream is 
made the day before by the following 
very simple fecipe. 

Dissolve one-half package of jello 
in one-half pint of boiling water; add 
one-fourth cup of sugar. As it sets 
fold in one-half pint of cream, 
whipped stiff. 

This also is made in individual 
molds. In season it is served with 
crushed strawberries or raspberries. 
It is always thoroughly chilled, and 
tastes much like mousse. 

The ice-cream for the Sunday sup- 
per is sent from a neighboring drug 
store, and is served with a delicious 
rich home-made chocolate sauce. 

This woman has found by long ex- 
perience that the most important 
part of any dinner is the congeniality 
of the guests gathered together for 
the little feast, so she always makes 
a very special effort to have at her 
simple affairs not necessarily those 
who know one another, but those 
whose interests and tastes are 
similar. 

If it is true that the proof of the 
pudding is the eating, the success of 
her hospitality is amply proved by 
the eagerness with which her invita- 
tions are accepted. -

Miss Frances Hooper, Promotional Advertiser, Whose Advice to Women Is to 
Acquire a Broad Cultural Education and Then to Give Their Originality Free 


newspapers, booklets and other lit- 
erature relative to their work and 
select an idea that appears good to 
them and follow it out. That, I think, 
is all wrong. 

“Everyone has within herself a 
great deal of originality, many ideas 
that need only a spur to become 
productive and to give distinct indi- 
viduality to the work undertaken. 
I have made it a point in my career 
not to read what the ‘other fellow’ 
has done, but to use by own brains 
and evolve something myself, be- 
cause I have learned that is the only 
Way one can work out big ideas.” 

Miss Hooper is rated as an execu- 
tlve who can always produce, and 
much of the success that she has won 
is due to the.use of this latent origi- 
nality which she believes is possessed 
by most intelligent workers. When 
she left Smith College in 1914 she 
entered hewspaper work as a feature 
writer and later as a specialist in 
“What’s New?” writing of the stores 
and their offerings. So successful 
was this column and so fertile the 
opportunity it offered Miss Hooper 
for learning different types of mer- 
chandise that the experience resulted 
in her joining the advertising staff 
of one of the large stores. 

She says that the work she is ac- 
complishing today could never have 
been done if she had not learned how 
to interview people, how to get their 
points of view, and how to express 
their opinions in articles truly inter- 
pretative of the people with whom 
she had talked. 

For the woman considering con- 
tact with stores or business in a pub- 
licity capacity, Miss Hooper’s advice 
is to spgnd a couple of years of hard 
labor on any newspaper, be it a met- 
ropolitan daily, a small town daily, 
or even a weekly, because such an 
apprenticeship gives one a chance to 
learn the importance of meeting peo- 
ple in a felicitous way and shows one 
how easy this Is. | 

“In these days when much talk is 


devoted to training the girl for busi- a 


ness,” remarked Miss Hooper, “there 
is danger that the object of a college 
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education will be overlooked. Col- 
lege training is, and must always be 
considered, a cultural course. For a 
girl to decide to select certain stud- 
ies with the idea of some definite 
work in the future, is all right, 
but thoughts of an ultimate voca- 
tion should not prevent her from 
including other subjects, merely for 
the sake of discipline, breadth of 
knowledge or sheer delight. 

The advantages of a college educa- 
tion shows itself in one very marked 
way, when a woman enters business; 
she has a knowledge of research 
work. At least, she understands how 
to obtain what she must have. This 
really means a great deal more than 
appears on the surface. Another 
thing, the cultural background which 
she has acquired enables her to rec- 
ognize opportunities, and the college 
woman steps into the business world, 
well rounded out for any opening 
that presents itself.”

Miss Hooper is in business for her- 
self. She plans extensive campaigns 
for various types of industry, such 
as furniture, jewelry, department 
stores and specialty shops. She does 
also bank and travel promotional ad- 
vertising.

These campaigns, require a knowl- 
edge of the industries which they 
concern, and this knowledge is ob- 
tained by research. The object of the 
campaigns is, of course, to increase 
interest in she business and multiply 


adv ‘rtising lay-outs; she can plan 
effective copy, for she has had years 
of experience in the type of writing 
that catches and holds the eye of 
the casual consumer.

Spring Planting of Asters 


glow with reds and yellows. Is 
not the China aster, then, with 
its attractive forms and Oriental 
splendors, joyously enlivening? 
There is an azure-blue variety going 
from delft to dark; another is pearl- 
pink graduating through rose, crim- 
sOn and carmine. Still other asters 
are pure white and many are lavy- 
ender, heliotrope, violet, purple, sil- 
verg-rose or salmon, and variegated 
tints are numerous. A broad stripe of 
violet-blue sometimes will run the 
entire length of the center of each 
petal, leaving a distinct margin of 
pure white. 

The varying forms of asters, too, 
are quite as fascinating as the wide 
range of colors. There is a type that 
is so double as to appear like balls, 
the petals are short and narrow, 
slightly folded. Another is built up 
of long, wavy, twisted petals grace- 
fully formed into loose, yet densely- 
double half globes. Still another type 
has broad, incurved, shell-shaped 
petals. There is a huge aster -with 
overlapping petals and another with 
long, narrow petals folded, rolled and 
twisted lengthwise like sharp quills. 

All these varieties and many of the 
colors have been developed by horti- 
culturists from the single-flowered 
aster that first came to the United 
States in the year 1731. We have still 
this singte-flowering type, and it is 
much admired because of its simple 
beauty, and because in vases it has a 
charming decorative effect. 


Two Things to Remember 

The aster will develop into most 
enchanting shapes and colors if one 
or two things are remembered in 
planting and cultivation. It is im- 
portant to sow the seeds or set out 
the plants where the soil is rich 
and loamy, and to see that the earth 
is worked deeply, so that the roots 
will be able to burrow down far 
into the ground, for asters thrive 
on cool food and moisture. They 
seem to be always hungry and 
thirsty. If the soil is hard and dry, 
the roots will be confined to the hot 
dry surface, and the plants will not 
be properly nourished, nor the flow- 
ers grow and develop properly. 

If one wishes to have asters over a 
long period of time, a succession of 
blooms can be secured by sowing 
the seeds at intervals, say, two or 
three weeks apart from early May 
and throughout June, The early sow- 
ings can be made in any open 
ground, but it is better to prepare a 
special seed bed for the June sow- 
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ings in a sheltered place, so that

vantage with some wood ashes, and 


the top soil given a dusting of lime. 
After a good rain, any time after 
three true leaves are formed, 
plants from this bed may be trans- 
planted to their permanent posi- 
tions and placed about 12 inches 
apart. They must be kept well wat- 
ered, and the soil should not be per- 
mitted at any time to crust over. 
This is prevented by frequent cultiva- 
tions; however, care should be ex- 
ercised not to dig too deep, which 
would injure the surface roots. When 
the buds have started, a top dress- 
ing of barnyard fertilizer will help 


Occasional applica- 
tions of liquid fertilizer greatly as- 
sist in producing magnificent flowers.

Development and Uses 


secret. The development is achieved 
by allowing well-grown plants ‘to 
carry but fiye or six stems, each with 


side branches and buds being re- 
moved, This permits the full vigor 
of the plant to go into the few re- 
maining flowers, and they will grow 
large and shapely. 

The China aster can be used in 
many ways to charming advantage 
in the garden. There are hardy as- 
ters for permanent flower beds and 
borders that will form bushy clumps 
and bloom in clusters. There are 
dwarf varieties, suitable for pot 
plants and for edgings. There are 
early, medium and ilate-flowering 
sorts, so that a garden display may 
be enjoyed as early as July, the 
later blooms reaching their supreme 
glory as late as October. At that sea- 
son of the year when most flowers 
are gone, asters are especially de- 
lightful.

Perhaps the coat of last spring is 
of black satin. In that case, a dress 
of white crépe de chine with appro- 
priate touches of the black will be 
quite in keeping with the popular 
black and white mode. 

If the coat does not have a taflored 
collar it must acquire one, but this is 
not hard to make. A straight piece 
of material, about three inches wide, 
sewed to the neckline and faced with 
the material with which the coat is 
lined, makes that smart little collar 
that lies flat in the front and stands 
up in the back. A careful study of 
the shop window displays will reveal 
this clearly. 

The woman who undertakes thé 
work of making her own ensemble 
will be encouraged at the outset if 
she chooses a simple one-piece dress 
pattern.

(NOMPARATIVELY few people 

outside of Czechoslovakia have 

‘known of the existence of an 
earlier “Pilgrim's Progress” than 
that of John Bunyan, written in 
Czech more than fifty years before 
the appearance of the Bedford tink- 
er’s great work. 

The name of the writer, Jan Amos 
Komensk¢ (Latinized into Comen- 
jus), has indeed had a world-wide 
‘Teputation, kept alive by his school- 

ks which were written in Latin, 


'- g@nd which have been valued by teach- 


ers in many lands for upward of 
two centuries. But his most valuable 
Work in the esteem of his own 
countrymen, this great allegory,“The 
Labyrinth of the World,” picturing 
the world as a city and man as a 
pilgrim who travels through it, was 
hidden in obscurity for nearly two 
centuries, because its language was 
known and spoken only by a small 
and ever decr g number of peo- 
ple, and because the work itself was 
suppressed as “dangerous” for maay 
years in the only country where it 
could be read.

Komensk was the last bishop of 
the church of the Bohemian Brethren, 
which grew out of the following of 
John Huss. The persecution of this 
‘ghurch was at its height when the 
pook was written in 1623; and short- 
ly afterward, in 1628, Komensky had 
to leave his native land forever, wan- 
dering as an exile from country to 
country, and finally ending his jour- 
meys at Amsterdam. 

The full.title of his allegory is: 
“The Labyrinth of the World and the 
Paradise of the Heart”; that is, in 
his own words, “a book that clearly 
shows that this world and all mat- 
ters concerning it are nothing but 
confusion and giddiness, pain and 
toil, . . . but he who remains in 
his own dwelling within his heart, 
opening it to the Lord God alone, will 
obtain true and full peace of mind

The descriptions of each give won- 
derful pictures of contemporary 80- 
ciety, and of the abuses that existed; 

and the pilgrim comes to the conclu- 
sion that satisfaction cannot be 
found in following any one of these 
vocations. Finally he has a vision 
of Christ, who says to him:— 

“T give unto thee the citizenship of 
heaven. Be therefore careful] in the 
world. Have a mind that is—as much 
as possible—lifted beth upward to 
me and kindly downward to thy 
fellow-men.” 

Little wonder that this book, 
written by their leader, was much 
beloved by the Czech Brethren, and 
was carried with them into exile 
when they had to choose between 
their country and their faith. In the 
words of their famous song: 


“Nothing have we taken with us, 
Everything is lost; 

We have but our Bible of Kralice, 
And our ‘Labyrinth of the World.’” 


In the last editions of the “Laby- 
rinth,” published during the lifetime 
of Komensk§f, there is a very vivid 
description of a storm at sea, which 
is thought to have been drawn from 
his own experiences when he was 
coming to England in 1641 on the 
invitation of a London merchant who 
was interested in his works on edu- 
cational reform. 

The “Labyrinth” was translated 
into English in 1900 by Count Liit- 
zow, and has also now been rendered 
into other languages. M. 


‘Where There Will Be

Fifty years ago the maps of Africa, 
in our small school geographies, had 
large blank areas marked “unex- 
plored,” and other sections equally 
bare were said to be inhabited by 
“independent pagan tribes.” Even on 
the pages devoted to our own country 
one could find such names as “the 
Liano Estacado, or Staked Plain,” 
the “Great American Desert,” and 
the “Black Hills,” in the midst of 
vast unsettled territories. 

These places held the imagination 
like an El Dorado or the Fortunate 
Isles and, indeed, the Staked Plain, 
which was described on the map as a 
“high table land destitute of trees, 
grass, and water,” had its own 
peculiar attraction. We could, and 
did, spend hours behind our book 
barricade, dreaming of the roseate 
lights, the illuminated mists, and 
wonderful adventures that must 
await one in those remote and ro- 
mantic spots. Unhappily they were 
hours that should have been passed— 
though less profitably, perhaps—in 
learning to bound Illinois, or in nam- 
ing the New England states, which, 
in certain circles at that time, were 
esteemed to have some importance 
as the seat of Harvard College. 

But the sharp air of adventure 
which blows through all our litera- 
ture is an expression of our racial 
instincts. Sailors see the security of 
home sink mysteriously beneath the 


top of a _ fez-shaped hill, 
against the sides of which 
pine woods are massed. On the plain 
the fields lie open until abruptly 
halted southward by the Danube 
River and northward by slow ranges. 

Kreuzenstein is a castle: moat, 
drawbridge, portcullis greet the 
visitor. Tower and turret, loophole 
and balcony climb upward from the 
walls. The view from tesselated 
battlements commands the river flow- 
ing eastward from the Wachau, past 
Vienna and beyond. But the castle 
is no castle, it is simply a museum.

story goes, a Bavarian, Count Form- 
bacher, erected a castle on the site 
which the present Kreuzenstein 
occupies. This old castle was de- 
stroyed in war. In 1698, the land and 
ruins passed by marriage to the 
family of Wilczek, of whom the 
present owner, Count Hans Wilczek, 
is the direct descendant. He rebuilt 
the castle on the foundation plans of 
the twelfth century edifice. The 
father of Count Wilczek had occu- 
pied many years in collecting, from 
all over Europe, treasures with 
which to fit out the castle as if it 
were still of the fourteenth to six- 
teenth centuries. 

The curious thing about this 
museum-castle is that the architec- 


ture has been allowed to. vary as 
it has been possible to secure a 
Spanish arch, or Roman door, or 
Gothic window. The ensemble, how- 
ever, is not disturbed, since these 
variations of architecture are gener- 
ally kept where they are seen in a 
single view. 

From the kitchen, through the 
yard, to the guest chambers in the 
upper story, from fountain ornament 
to roof tile, nothing is used which is 
not antique and to the visitor nothing 
seems out of place. The Gothic 
chapel of the fourteenth century is 
a small gem. Italian iron doors, 
finely wrought, of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, Nirnburg pewter of the same 
period, rich wardrobes of a similar 


age from the Tyrol, “scissor” chairs, 
Bohemian glass, Flemish tapestries— 
all of the nineteenth century; a 
Spanish window of the thirteenth 
century; a painting by Cranach of 
1538, drawings said to be those of 
Albrecht Diirer dated 1529, a ceramic 
from Andrea della Robbia, and a 
library with books and manuscripts 
covering all these centuries are here 
assembled. 

The castle is now open to the pub- 
lic and it offers unusual opportuni- 
ties for comparison and investigation 
to the student, historian, or play- 
wright whose endeavors carry him 
into the period which lies between 
the thirteenth and the seventeenth 
centuries.

To feel the kindness and the fury 
of the elements is an innate desire in 
the heart of man. The felicities of 
romance, as well as its pains, must 
be sought in a new environment or 
in a quickened curiosity. ... 

This ideal, however, is rarely at- 
tainable in modern times, and for a 
series of years it was our dreary lot 
to take our explorations as the young 
pigeon gets its food. Thus, travels 
and the maps of the early navigators 
came to be an absorbing delight and, 
in particular, we pored over those 
ancient fabrications which located 
the Spice Islands where Cape Cod 
ought to be and, in the pictured in- 
terior, showed the legend, “ubi leones 
erunt.” These, then, were the delec- 
table lands of lions, as we learned 
from a relative, and we studied them 
over and over.... Long afterward 
we discovered that leones did not 
mean animals so frequently as dif- 
ficulties and a justification for the 
unadventurous. This was apparent, 
too, in the artless use of the future 
tense, which betrayed the apprehen- 
sions of the cartographer rather 
than his knowledge. In fact, many 
of us lack that final courage of ex- 
plorers which not only permits, but 
even incites them to break perma- 
nently their connections with civy- 
ilization. ... 

Still, there came a time when the 
meager second-hand method of visit- 
ing the unknown could be supple- 
mented by short trips into places 
where, if man had been, at least he 
was not. We found enchanting spots 
wherein it was quite feasible to re- 
gale ourselves with whatsoever ad- 
ventures might occur in a more or 
less mapless region in which one is 
daily exposed to the irresponsible 
arrows of surprise. Thus, with every 
returning year, we made a pilgrimage 
to some wilderness—as far as time 
and economic conditions would per- 
mit—-with the sole result, apparently, 
of bringing an additional fervor for 
forest and stream to a zeal already 
incandescent.—Charles B. Reed, in

finished. There were too many dis- 
tractions, too many people to see, too 
many reasons for running hither and 
thither. The more Keats wanted to 
end the poem, the more he could not 
do so. The long and the short of it 
was that he could not stand things 
as they were in town; he must try 
his infallible remedy—change of 
scene. So off he went to Burford 
Bridge, to the little inn lying at the 


foot of Box Hill. 

There is no more enchanting place 
in the home counties than Box Hill, 
and, if we can imagine ourselves 
back a hundred years, when trippers 
were unknown, and Dorking and 
Leatherhead country villages, with 
Box Hill itself a sylvan retreat, not 
a trodden highway—if we can imag- 
ine the thin sunshine of late Novem- 
ber lightly spreading footpaths and 
lanes with a shadow-pattern of bare 
boughs and slender twigs on which 
sometimes a last dried leaf still 
clings and flutters, ditches choked 
with the débris of a season’s bloom- 
ing turned rustling highways to the 
skim of a passing wind, glimpses of 
hazy landscape with the little river 
Mole a blue streak dimming and 
brightening to the march of blowing 
clouds, and, from the top of the hill, 
the autumn view of smoke-coloured 
woodlands fringing shorn meadows 
—we shall know it lovelier still, even 
on the days when mist hangs heavily 
about the heads of old oaks and the 
holiy bushes glisten in ‘the rain. 
Keats could not have chosen a more 
sympathetic, a more peaceful, or a 
more cheerful spot. Had he known 
or cared as much for recent history 
as he did for a remoter past, his 
delight in the place itself would have 
been augmented by the charm of 
reminiscence. Close to the hill stood 
Juniper Hall, the home of Madame 
de Staél, Talleyrand, Narbonne, and 
other émigrés for a time during the 
French Revolution. Norbury Park, 
mentioned so often in Fanny Bur- 
ney’s Diary, was close by, and not 
far off was Camilla Cottage, which 
Madame d’Arblay had built with the 
proceeds of her novel of that name. 
A memory more likely to affect him 
lay in the fact that at the very inn 
where he was staying Nelson had 
spent a night on his way to Ports- 
mouth to join the Victory just before 
Trafalgar. But, if Keats knew these 
things, he was not in the humor for 
them to count. At the moment, he 
was occupied with the moon and his 
poem, and the hill chiefly in so far 
as it brought the moon and his poem 
into fresh conjunction and gave his 
imagination a new fillip. 

The actuai day on which Keats 
went to Burford Bridge cannot be 
determined, but it was probably ‘on 


twentieth or twenty-first. He was 
certainly there on Saturday, the 
twenty-second, for on Friday or Sat-

was still very much with him in this 
letter. There is not a word about the 
countryside, and only the fact that he 
has gone there to spur on Endymion 
as a reference to his poem. . 

With his mind filled with these 
whys and wherefores, what room 
was there for Endymion, how could 


selves in between so many ferment- 
ing ideas, doubts, and wonders? But 
Keats had an everlasting friend who 
never failed him, to whom the tide 
of his feelings always turned, the 
uniting symbol which welded his two 
combating halves into a quiet com- 
promise and made him whole—Diana, 
the glorious, silent, distant, and com- 
prehending moon. On Saturday night 
he went up to Box Hill, and saw and 
found his moon, and coming down 
“wrote some lines.’”’ Sensation con- 
quered, he was stilled, succoured, 
turned once more upon his task; the 
last five hundred lines were be- 
gun. . 
He tells Reynolds that one of the 
three books he has brought with 
him is Shakespeare’s Poems, and 
forthwith proceeds to quote passages 
and comment on them. One of these 
quotations is 
. “a poet’s rage 
And stretched metre of an antique 
song.” 

Having written that down, he is 
struck with its appositeness of de- 
scription to his Endymion and ex- 
claims promptly: “Which by the bye, 
will be a capital motto for my poem, 
won't it?” He treasured it up, and 
the last line was printed on the title- 
page of Endymion. 

We have already noticed that the 
“some lines” were, by ordinary 
counting, at least ninety-four. We 
can therefore see that his walk up 
Box Hill had put him into splendid 
cue. Indeed, the moment, whether 
through accident or design, was for- 
tuitous, for the moon lacked but 
twenty-four hours of being at the 
full; and the weather was kind, pro- 
viding one of those tumbled skies of 
jet and silver cloudracks through 
which the moon breaks and beams 
from time to time. ... 

Ninety-four lines is not a vast 
amount to do at a sitting. The ordi- 
nary doubled-spaced typewritten 
page of today contains about thirty- 
two lines, so we see that he need 
only have written three pages to fill 
his quota—by no means a large al- 
lowance.. His stint of fifty lines a 
day at Oxford was, indeed, extremely 
small. There was plenty of time for 
his walk up Box Hill, his three pages 
of composition, and his letter to Rey- 
nolds, all accomplished in the same 
evening, for, on that short November 
day, the sun set at a quarter past 
BONE: 6 se 

It. is evident that during all the 
next week Keats was fairly captured 
by his poem. On Saturday night he 
had got as far as line 590. There are 
one thousand and three lines in the 
Fourth Book, making four hundred 
and thir:een still to be written, as 
well as we can calculate, at the time 
he wrote to Reynolds. It took him 


just six davs to do them, and on the 


following Friday, November twenty- 
eighth, he wrote the last line and 
dated his manuscript with the sense 
of a load lifted off his mind. 
Endymion was finished. — Amy

impulsiveness usually have much 
to overcome in their efforts to 
surrender to the control of God, Spirit. 
Accustomed to act without due pre- 
meditation, they make many mistakes 
that would be readily avoided by ju- 
dicious waiting to discover whether 
their impulses were wise or other- 
wise. This was the rock upon which 
the lovable but impulsive Peter was 
sometimes shipwrecked. He was 
swayed by his impulses, whether of 
love, or fear, or hate, and he was in- 
stantly ready to act upon them. But 
Peter learned wisdom through years 
of experience,—as every true disciple 
must,—and became a veritable tower 
of spiritual strength, through honestly 
striving to overcome human impetu- 
osity and learning to wait on God. 
Mrs. Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, like- 
wise through suffering learned to 
wait, sometimes for years, for the 
orderly working out of God’s plans. 
She was watchful in her waiting, 
until she felt sure that Truth and not 
error, divine Mind and not human 
will, was influencing her. If one could 
be sufficiently sure of his complete 
subordination to the will of God to 
know that his impulses were always 


Pen who are troubled with 


secure, reflecting good continually; 
but until this is attained, one must be 
constantly on guard. God-knowledge 
is the true aspiration of every earnest 
heart; and following this desire with 
persistence, we are assured on page 
22 of “Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures” by Mary Baker 
Eddy, that “through Christ’s precious 
love these efforts are crowned with 
success.” 

Therefore, when an impulse comes 
to us the first thing needful is to wait, 
to look at it and to weigh it, endeavor- 
ing to find whether it can be traced 
to a‘spiritual or a material motive as 
its origin. This is a time for careful 
listening for God’s voice and guld- 
ance. We cannot hear His voice or 
feel His presence when stirred by the 
clamor of mortal thoughts with their 
seeming demands. The words of Mrs. 
Eddy, as found in one of her poems, 
should be often in thought (Poems, 
p. 14):— 

“T will listen for Thy voice, 
Lest my footsteps stray.” 


And in conjunction with this there 
should be faithful endeavor to yield 
one’s self to God’s will. We need to 
be still to know that God is supreme,

and that in His spiritual supremacy 
man is forever at peace. As Emerson 
writes, “There is guidance for each 
of us and by lowly listening we shall 
hear the right word.” 

The purport of all this is thus 
linked up: first, there is the desire 
or impulse; then, the waiting for as- 
surance as to its righteousness; and 
next, when through attentive listen- 
ing we hear the call that bids us go 
forward, there must be instant obedi- 
ence. Out of self-surrender is born 
the willingness to put aside all sense 
of impatience, and to wait humbly 
until, through the quieting of the hu- 
man will and way, one is enabled to 
hear and heed the gentle voice of om- 
nipotent Truth. Simple consecration 
to Truth, and consequent purification 
of thought, will finally accomplish 
complete emancipation from materi- 
alistic beliefs. In_the Christian Sci- 
ence textbook we read, “Spirit, God, 
is heard when the senses are silent” 
(Science and Health, p. 89); and there 
is no other method of approach 
whereby one may gain the blessed- 
ness of conscious communion with 
the divine. 

We must be ready for the word 
before it can be received; and while 


good impulses, he would be safe and | 


every right thinking person would 
|}aspire to this holy experience, there 
‘must be much of sacrifice before it 
can come to pass. Willingly we must 
lay down self-love, self-pity, criticism, 
condemnation, hate, revenge, pride of 
place and power,—every thought and 
desire which anyone who bravely 
faces his mental processes must 
know to be unworthy. Thereby, we 
are discarding the rubbish, which 
makes for weariness of mind and 
body; and we shall not find enduring 
peace and comfort until this is done.

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EDITORIALS 


The New York World has for some time been 
encouraging its readers in the city high schools 
to study its various 1S- 
| sues and, at the end ei 
the week, to send 1 
their selections of the 
“biggest news item,’ to- 
gether with their rea- 
sons for the selection. 
The plan has many 
merits, not the least of 


which is the light it throws upon the estimate 
which young minds place upon the relative im- 
portance of the world’s happenings during a 
week. : 

Last week the first, second and fourth prizes 
were awarded by the editorial board of the 
World to young people who considered the trial 
and conviction of a criminal named Chapman 
the most important event of the seven-day 

‘period ending April 5. All three of these prize 
winners were boys. Two girls managed to pick 
up third and fifth prizes, respectively, by dis- 
cussing an effort to find ‘a cure for the white 
plague,” and the difficulties confronting Great 
Britain in India. The eminence of Chapman, 
however, held the chief attention of both con- 
testants and judges, for of those who merely 
won honcrable mention five devoted their liter- 
ary talents to discussion of his fate. 

In telling their reasons for ascribing primacy 
among all the events of the week to the convic- 
tion of this thief, the young essayists did not 
‘‘nander to the moral sense of the community. 
They did not attempt to prove that all the news- 
paper space devoted to recounting his criminal 
deeds, and describing his debonnaire attitude 
toward the law was thus expended with the 
moral purpose of deterring others from emulat- 
ing his career. Not at all. With refreshing 
frankness the youths who have won approba- 
tion, and cash prizes, for success in this compe- 
tition eulogize Chapman for his heroism and 
serenity. ‘The life of Chapman was dramatic,” 
writes one. “It possesses an element which 
appeals to the human heart and mind.” 

Another informs us that the news depicts 
“Chapman as the perfect hero, a genius in his 
class,” while “the public pictures this man as a 
criminal extraordinary, highly intelligent, ut- 
terly fearless, resourceful in desperation.” A 
third high school boy waxes eloquent in his 
tribute to the convicted felon: 


The rank and file have built fascinating, alluring ro- 
mances around his movements. To them he stands for 
all that is romantic; all that is enticing, all that goes to 
make up life. He has braved the flames of hell: he has 
given them thrills aplenty; he has made them yearn for 
excitement. Bandit or no bandit, there is no gainsaying 
that he is respected. His life means something to people.

He is a man of mystery. Darkness has enshrouded 


all his movements, all his life. His parents, his name. 
Who knows? His has been an existence not soon to be 
forgotten. He has left an ineradicable imprint on the 
memory of all. Indicted right and left, his name has been 
before the public continually. There are many who are 
sorrowful over what they feel is an unjust verdict. 

Now the distressing thing about this preoccu- 
pation of the boyish mind with the romantic 
attributes of a criminal, and the willingness of 
the judges made up of the editorial board of the 
World to award the palm to this conception of 
important news, is that both were right accord- 
ing to the news standards applied.in the aver- 
age newspaper office. According to the views 
of what is interesting held by most individuals, 
and acted upon by too many newspapers, Chap- 
man was the outstanding news feature of the 
week. How could it be otherwise? The clever- 
‘est journalists, literary men and women of 
parts were employed to envelop him in a maze 
of romance. 

_ A breath of common sense would have blown 
it all away, but the newspapers for the moment 
took leave of common sense. Everything that 
the World’s prize winners wrote about him, and 
more, was written by: people who had long 
since passed their school days, but who were 
willing to abase their talents and turn a crim- 
inal into a super-man for pay. Half the jour- 
nalistic “enterprise,” or half the literary skill 
that was employed in the creation of the Chap- 
man myth would have set even a more com- 
monplace figure on a pedestal for men to marvel 
‘at. In brief, the mental attitude alike of the 
contestants and judges in this event was deter- 
mined by conditions created by the newspapers 
themselves. 

A newspaper, inviting youth to look out upon 
society and name the thing of most importance 
that occurred during a specified period, might 
well be amazed to find that a great part of its 
young readers regarded the personal character- 
istics and the criminal exploits of a young felon 
as of prime importance. But if this result were 
surprising, the acquiescence in it of the edito- 
rial board. of the newspaper would be more so 
except for the fact that both readers and editors 
have had their outlook distorted by a funda- 
mental misconception of what is important in 
human life.

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Even those people in.the United States who 
are not engaged in manufacturing and selling 
| will be interested in the 
effort, now nation-wide, 
to prevent the abuses 
long practiced by those 
who resort to fraudulent 
bankruptcy and _ insol- 
: vency proceedings after 
having obtained credit, 
; or who, in the guise of 
brokers and private banker-investors, obtain 
funds and squander or conceal them. The Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men, an organiza- 
tion which has been in existence since 1896, is 
just now making renewed efforts to cope with 
what is recognized in the commercial world as 
a growing evil. Rapid business expansion in 
recent years has afforded new opportunities for 
the practice of such frauds. Manufacturers and 
credit officers, anxious to find a ready market 
for their wares and merchandise, perhaps have 
been a little too liberal in the extension of credit. 
Taking advantage of the opportunity, organized 
gangs of professional swindlers have reaped a 
rich harvest. 
But the losses through such connivance have

the homes, where, by promises of easy profits 
and no risk, the sharpers have induced the in- 
vestment of hundreds of millions of dollars in 
worthless securities or valueless so-called indus- 
tries. In every large city of the country, probably, 
are spacious offices and counting rooms once OCc- 
cupied by bucket shops or private banks now 
long since defunct. In some instances the guilty 
have been punished, but it is seldom that more 
than a small percentage of the money paid in 
In league 
with these professional bankrupts are those 
who have learned every device of the law which 
will prevent the disgorging of these unlawful 
profits. | 

It is against all those who premeditatedly enter 
into such conspiracies that the law, as well as 
the organized credit associations, are directing 
unusual effort. In New York State, under a law 
recently amended and made more effective, the 
Attorney-General is speeding up prosecutions 
against “fake” promoters and bucketeers. It 1s 
estimated that in New York alone, during the 
last year, the public lost approximately $500,- 
000,000 to stock swindlers. 

There are few homes throughout the length 
and breadth of the land that have not suffered 
to some extent from these loosely controlled 
peculations. The lure has been almost irresis- 
tible. A neighbor, an acquaintance, or perhaps 
a relative, often innocently under the mesmer- 
ism of some ingenious promoter, induces an In- 
vestment, possibly on time payments, in stocks 
or bonds which are recommended as gilt-edge. 
Too little caution is exercised, under such cir- 
cumstances, in verifying or disproving the pro- 
moter’s claims. Before the worthless character 
of the paper is discovered, the promoter, and 
sometimes the neighbor, acquaintance or rela- 
tive, has departed. 

That story has been written so many times In 
recent years that it fails to attract more than 
casual notice when it is retold in the daily press. 
Those who have suffered by the experience have 
heretofore had little assurance that even a share 
of their money would be returned. -The law has 
not aided them materially, perhaps because it Is 
apparent that, in many cases, they have not ob- 
served ordinary caution and prudence. This 
matter of law enforcement, after all has been 
said and done, is something in which there must 
be whole-hearted co-operation. The greatest 
aid to complete law enforcement, no matter 
what the wrong condition aimed at, is law ob- 
servance. Whenever an overwhelming majority 
of the people observe any law, then the enforce- 
ment of that law will follow as a matter of 


course. 


European students and sociologists have dis- 
played, during the years in which the prohibi- 
tion law has been effec- 
tive in the United States, 
a commendable curiosity 
as to the effects of that 
law. Many of these in- 
vestigators have made ae 
visite te America for the | Prohibition | 
purpose of studying, at \- , 
first hand, the econonnic 
and social results of the determination to stamp 
out a traffic which is as menacing to the people 
and industries of their own countries as it once 
was to the United States. It is unfortunate that 
all these visitors, presuming them to be abso- 
lutely unbiased, have not fallen into the hands 
of equally unbiased Americans, and that the 
conclusions reached by them may have been 
influenced by those who have sought to make it 
appear that the enforcement of the law is an 
impossibility. 

Recently two Danish investigators, Judge 
Axel Rasmussen, of the Danish Superior Court, 
which is a tribunal of national jurisdiction, and 
Dr. F. R. Weis, a professor in the University of 
Copenhagen, both of whom are said to be mem- 
bers of the Danish Alcohol Commission, spent 
several months in the United States_on what 
they describe as a semi-official survey of the 
prohibition situation. Their report has recently 
been made public. Copies of the document have 
reached Chicago. A paragraph from the report 
is quoted to indicate its general tenor: 


Students See 


What we read and heard from Americans in all walks 
of life was decidedly against prohibition, as enforced, 
and we, of course, have to admit that these people, mostly 
natives of the United States, were in a better position to 
give authentic information than we. 


But it appears that these Danish visitors, upon 
reaching Chicago, did the quite natural thing. 
They relied for information upon one of their 
own former countrymen,a Dane long associated 
with the brewing industry in Chicago, and who 
has persistently decried prohibition both before 
and since the enactment of the federal iaw. 
Reference to Who’s Who in America discloses 
the fact that their host “established a brewing 
academy and analytical laboratory, in 1886, now 
the Wahl-Henius Institute,” and that he is 
“joint author: American Handy Book of Brew- 
ing, 1903.” 

From this point it is not difficult to trace the 
inspiration for the statement that “the closing 
of the saloons, in so far as it has really taken 
place, has been beneficial to the country.” The 
somewhat laconic summation is_ presented: 
“As far as we have observed there is only one 
opinion prevalent, and that is that the saloon 
ought never again to be opened in the form in 
which it existed prior to prohibition.” This 
argument, as many observing Americans recog- 
nize it, might have been taken almost verbatim 
from a leaflet of the Association Against the 
Prohibition Amendment, which is carrying on a 
nation-wide campaign in the effort to legalize 
the manufacture and sale of beer and wine. The 


specious appeal is in behalf of the return of 


these beverages without restoring the licensed 
saloon. The propagandists seek to assure the 
people that the saloon will never be reopened. 
But the less cautious nullificationists admit that 
the legalizing of beer and wine would be but the 
opening wedge in the campaign by which they 
hope to destroy the entire fabric of the prohi-~ 
bition law. | 

It is not strange that the visitors found evi- 
dences of wholesale violations of the law. They 
are convinced that while the better restaurants 
and hotels; as well as the dining cars, do not 
serve liquors of an alcoholic content greater 
than that provided by law, it was possible for

whole, however, they have concluded that the 
consumption of alcohol appears to be noticeably 
on the decrease, “this decrease taking place 
mainly among people of moderate means.” 

But it is worth while to contrast these “whole- 
Sale” violations of the law with conditions in 
and about the hotels before prohibition. Let 
the visitors from Europe go out upon the streets 
of any city, preferably unaccompanied by a pos- 
sibly prejudiced host or guide, upon a quest for 
those who are violating the law. They will dis- 
cover, if they are discerning, that there are fow 
who show evidences of indulgence, and few 
places where even the so-called innocuous beer 
and wines can be obtained. They may be in- 
clined: to conclude, after all, that prohibition 
does prohibit.

While politicians and 
others in positions of authority in various 
countries, either through ignorance, or old 
habits of thought, or the strong pull of sup- 
posed self-interest, hesitate, argue futilely over 
nonessential details, and put temporary obsta- 
cles in the way of international understanding 
and progress, radio activity in numerous direc- 
tions is spreading a knowledge of the inter- 
relations between all peoples and an apprecia- 
tion of the fact that not only is isolation impos- 
sible between nations, but also that physical 
conflict. as it has existed in the past, cannot be 
allowed any longer to continue if civilization 
is to endure. i 

One of the most forceful agencies through 
which the new means of communication is 
acting is the swiftly developing world organi- 
zation of radio amateurs. The public in gen- 
eral hardly realizes what is going on in this 
direction. The growth in numbers, in activities 
of many kinds and in influence of the American 
Radio Relay League is, however, astonishing. 
Fugitive newspaper items give hints now and 
then of what its members are doing to extend 
and broaden communication between individuals 
and groups in all parts of North America, in 
South Africa, in Australia, in South America 
and throughout Europe. The peoples of the 
world in this way are becoming personally 
acquainted. They are solving rapidly numer- 
ous problems in increasing the freedom and 
efficacy of communiation with one another. 
They are overcoming the obstacle of differ- 
ences in language. One small news item indi- 
cates whither this wind is blowing. It says 
that in Brazil interest in radio has led to great 
increase in the study of English and that half- 
hourly lessons in this language are radiocast 
twice a week. The number of students thus 
aided is estimated at 10,000. 

The growth of the number and organized 
power of radio amateurs of the world is soon 
to be made manifest in Paris, where the first 
international convention of these tireless work- 
ers is to be held from April 16 to 20. Plans 
for this assemblage have been under way for 
a vear, and there ig every indication that it 
will result in still further progress in develop- 
ing international understanding and good will. 
When the air of all nations is filled with 
friendly conversations between millions of 
people who have only the kindliest feelings 
for those with whom they talk dailv and 
nightly, thoughts of isolation, unneighborli- 
ness and war will cease to exist.

Not long since, The Times of London ran a 
leading editorial headed “On Paying Taxes.” 
In it the official form, “Your obedient servant,” 
was discussed, a fact which recalled to a corre- 
spondent of the paper a story which more than 
bears repetition. It appears that a former 
Bishop of St. Asaph, Dr. Joshua Hughes, and 
an old college friend, the-Rev. James Jones, 
who was vicar of Llawr-y-Bettws, at one time 
kept.up a pleasant correspondence of a quite 
intimate nature, the vicar being addressed as 
“My dear Jones.” At last, however, a remon- 
strance from the latter against an episcopal

The bishop, therefore, began his 
next letter to the vicar with the phrase, “My 
dear Sir,’ and closed it with the phrasing, 
solely employed by the higher church digni- 
taries, “Your obedient servant, J. St. Asaph.”

“Your obedient servant, J. Llawr-y-Bettws.” 


In announcing plans for a nation-wide cam- 
paign to check the cruelties to fur-bearing ani- 
mals inflicted by present trapping methods, par- 
ticularly the use of steel traps, a recently estab- 
lished organization, called the Humane Trap- 
ping Committee, is filling a long felt need. This 
committee hopes to set up national headquar- 
ters in Washington to obtain the enactment of 
state laws prohibiting the use of non-killing 
traps. However, according to the chairman of 
the new committee, William K. Horton, the
